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Centre's 
Quest yet 
to make 
a profit 

A £1.3 MILLION leisure 
attraction at the Merry Hill 
shopping centre has yet to 
make a profit - say its opera¬ 
tors who partly blame the 
good summer weather for 
the ‘disappointing’ financial 
performance. 

Paragon Entertainment 
opened the Quest attraction 
at the shopping centre in 
November last year. It first 
featured a 14-metre high 
aerial ropes course, 

The operator later added 
an ice rink over the Christ¬ 
mas period, before introduc¬ 
ing a Yu Kids indoor 
adventure playground and 
an outdoor Nerf blaster 
combat arena this year. 

But despite it being visited 
by around 15,000 people in 
the first two months follow¬ 
ing opening, Paragon Enter¬ 
tainment has revealed it is 
yet to make money from the 
site. 

In a report attached to its 
interim results for the first 
six months of this year, chief 
executive Mark Pyrah said: 
“Financial performance for 
this attraction has been dis¬ 
appointing and it is not yet 
generating an operating 
profit.” 

In the results report, the 
company, which designs and 
fits out attractions, said its 
overall revenue grew by 100 
per cent to £4.56m in the 
first six months of this year 
with earnings before tax up 
from £11,000 to £106,000. 

Job hopefuls 
at Merry Hill 

HUNDREDS of job seekers 
descended on Merry Hill 
shopping centre with the 
hope of getting work over 
the festive period. 

A queue of about 50 
people was lined up outside 
The Black Country Skills 
Shop ahead of the jobs fair 
opening last Friday. 

Inside, people viewed a 
large list of 176 jobs, which 
included positions at Toys R 
Us, Game and Mothercare. 
There was also employers 
such as Halesowen-based 
Neo Media looking for 
people for its call centres. 

The shop is run by Birm¬ 
ingham Metropolitan 
College. 


SHOCK AT TRAGEDY 
OF FLIER IN CRASH 


MICROLIGHT groups have spoken of 
their shock after a pilot was killed 
when his aircraft crashed into power 
lines. 

Paramedics battled to save Andy Tollerton 
after his two-seater aircraft struck lines in a 
Stourton field at around 6pm on Sunday. 

The 52-year-old died and an investigation was 
launched on Monday, with specialists from the Air 
Accidents Investigation Branch dispatched to the 
scene by Barratt’s Coppice in Bridgnorth Road. 


Microlight groups said 
they were ‘very shocked’ to 
hear what had happened to 
Mr Tollerton. 

Stephen Wilkes, of 
HadAir based at Halfpenny 
Green Airport, in Bobbing- 
ton, near Stourbridge, 
added: “It is very sad to hear 
of something like this hap¬ 
pening.” 

Robin Needs, who owns 
the field where Mr Toller- 
ton’s microlight came 
down, said: “In terms of the 
field I have been told the 
investigation has been com¬ 
pleted. 

“As far as I am aware the 
specialist team has now fin¬ 
ished its work here.” 

Devastated 

A pilot has died after his 
microlight crashed into 
power lines near Stour¬ 
bridge. 

His devastated family in 
Wollaston said the father of 
two had died ‘doing what he 
loved to do’. 

The crash wiped out 
power to properties in the 
surrounding area. 

Emergency services were 
called to the scene by 
Barratt’s Coppice, Bridg¬ 
north Road, at around 6pm 

Police said his family 
would be supported by spe¬ 
cially-trained officers. 

Mr Tollerton’s sister-in- 
law paid tribute to him on 
behalf of his family. She 
said: “He had been flying a 
number of years. He was a 
loving dad and husband. 

“He absolutely doted on

his daughters, who are both 
teenagers. 

“He was passionate about 
flying and he died doing 
what he loved to do.” 

Mr Needs said he was har¬ 
vesting potatoes about a 
half-a-mile away from the 
crash site. 

He said the pilot circled 
around and hit the wires 
straight above where the 
aircraft crashed and called 
the emergency services and 
then his wife Vicky, a first 
aider, went to help the man. 

She held his hand and 
told him help was on the 
way. 

Mr Needs added: “He had 
used the field at least dozen 
times. I know him as Micro¬ 
light Andy. He’s a lovely 
chap and this was his 
hobby.” 

Mervyn Counter, inspec¬ 
tor of air accidents (opera¬ 
tions) added: “We’re at the 
early stages of the investiga¬ 
tion. 

“We don’t want to pre¬ 
judge the outcome. We’re 
building up a picture.” 

No-one else was involved 
in the incident, Stafford¬ 
shire Police said. 

The ambulance service 
sent the hazardous area 
response team, while fire 
crews from Stourbridge and 
Kinver were called to the 
scene to help following the 
crash.

Despite Mr Kelly’s record of supporting a referendum on 
Europe, however, UKIP is still determined to challenge him 
and put candidates in every seat.

AROUND £6,000 of damage has been caused after graffiti 
was daubed in a street, a subway and even on a coach stuck 
in traffic by vandals. Two suspects have been arrested fol¬ 
lowing the latest attack in Stourbridge. 

Vandals caused another £4,000 worth of damage last 
month in an attack on homes and vehicles in Halesowen. 

Marker pens were used to scrawl on walls in Worcester 
Street, and a subway in New Road, leading to Market 
Street, in Stourbridge town centre, was also covered in graf¬ 
fiti tags. Shocked passengers watched on as a coach caught 
up in traffic in Worcester Street was defaced with slogans in 
the incident last Friday.

A million 
more try 
tourism 
in region 

AN EXTRA one million 
tourists have flocked to the 
Black Country top attrac¬ 
tions, latest figures have 
revealed, bringing a 
welcome boost to jobs and 
the economy. 

Leading attractions such 
as the Black Country Living 
Museum and Dudley Zoo 
have also helped swell 
foreign investment into the 
region. Visitor numbers 
went up by more than 
840,000 to almost five 
million in 2012 - a 21 per 
cent growth in one year. 

Civic leaders and business 
bosses have since heralded 
the role attractions were 
playing in putting the Black 
Country on the map. 

Black Country Chamber 
of Commerce vice chairman 
Ninder Johal said: “The 
Black Country has been 
known as a manufacturing 
area and not enough people 
realise it has some wonder¬ 
ful attractions.” 

The region secured a 15 
per cent rise in the number 
of new jobs created by 
foreign investors from 224 
to 257 in 2012/13, according 
to statistics complied by the 
Regional Observatory, the 
research arm operated by 
Marketing Birmingham. 

Researchers value the 
Black Country visitor 
economy at £777.4 million in 
2012 - an increase of six per 
cent since 2011. 

Dudley Zoo has continued 
this positive trend into 2013 
with a 17 per cent rise in 
visitor numbers between 
January and July.

Three given 
orders after 
behaving 
like thugs 

A GROUP of men who used 
threatening behaviour and 
intimidated businesses have 
been given anti-social 
behaviour orders. 

Following action by 
Sandwell Council’s anti¬ 
social behaviour team, sup¬ 
ported by Sandwell Police, 
the orders were secured 
against Dana Khalid Jasim, 
aged 21, of Walter Street, 
West Bromwich, Klinton 
Sulaj, aged 20, of Poplar 
Avenue, Tividale and Mahdi 
Duale, aged 19, of Rosedale 
Avenue, Smethwick. 

The orders come after 
reports of the three causing 
persistent anti-social behav¬ 
iour in the area, including 
verbal abuse, threatening 
behaviour, drug possession 
and intimidation of business 
staff and their customers. 

The order against Jasim 
lasts for two years, while the 
orders against Duale and 
Sulaj last for three. 

All three are banned from 
entering a large area of the 
Soho and Victoria ward in 
Smethwick, which is bor¬ 
dered by Union Street, Soho 
Way, Grove Lane, Cape Hill, 
Waterloo Road, Bearwood 
Road, High Street. Duale is 
allowed in Rosedale Avenue. 

The three are also banned 
from associating with each 
other. 


target of no more than three. 

But all the affected 
patients were on different 
wards and were suffering 
from different types of c.diff, 
a bug which causes diar¬ 
rhoea and can lead to life- 
threatening inflammation of 
the intestines. 

Director of nursing 
Denise McMahon told a 
Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust board meeting lat 
week: “It’s not an outbreak 
and it is not cross-infection. 

“All occurred on different 
wards, so it hasn’t passed 
from patient to patient. 

“We sent all off for typing 
- and all are different.” 

She added staff had ‘gone 
back with a vengeance’ to 
tackle c.diff, making sure 
patients with the infection 
were isolated quickly so it 
could not spread. 

But she said 80 per cent of 
cases developed in the com¬ 
munity before patients 
arrived in hospital. 

Within 72 hours of notic¬ 
ing the figure for the month 
of September was so much 
higher, a meeting was set up, 
attended by doctors, nurses, 
matrons and managers, to 
decide what action needed to 
be taken and to check that 
systems for prescribing 
antibiotics were being fol¬ 
lowed in the hospital. 

In most healthy people, 
the c.diff bacteria will not be 
able to multiply in the gut 
and they will not develop 
disease. But in sick people, 
antibiotics can disrupt the 
balance in the gut. 

The investigation at Rus¬ 
sells Hall includes examin¬ 
ing whether there are any 
patterns to the cases that 
might guide what action to 
take.

New rules on lenders a step forward - MP

A DUDLEY MP who has been running a 
campaign against payday lenders has said 
tough new rules which are due to be 
enforced are a big step forward. 

Ian Austin has been running a campaign 
against payday lenders, particularly in 
Dudley High Street and now, companies 
who offer speedy loans at very high interest 
rates will be hit with tougher regulation in a 
bid to stop families getting into a spiral of 
debt. 

The new regulator for consumer credit, 
the Financial Conduct Authority, intends to 
limit to two, the number of times a payday 
loan can be rolled-over, ban misleading 


adverts and impose compulsory affordabil¬ 
ity checks for all loan applicants. Martin 
Wheatley, the authority’s chief executive 
said: “I am putting payday lenders on 
notice: Tougher regulation is coming and I 
expect them all to make changes so that con¬ 
sumers can get a fair outcome. The clock is 
ticking.” 

Afford 

Mr Austin said: “This is a big step 
forward, it shows our campaign has had an 
impact and it should tackle some of the 
abuses, but I’ll keep campaigning on this 
because I think we need limits to the overall 


costs of credit and more government 
support for community banks like Dudley’s 
Castle and Crystal who provide low-cost 
credit on terms people can afford.” 

The growth of payday lenders, such as 
Wonga, QuickQuid and others, has become 
such a concern that Sandwell, Dudley and 
Wolverhampton councils have all blocked 
access to payday lending websites from com¬ 
puters in libraries or other public buildings. 
Staffordshire’s libraries are not banning 
them as councillors say people should have 
‘freedom of choice’. 

But from next April restrictions will be 
placed on the number of recurring pay¬ 


ments they are allowed to collect after com¬ 
plaints that they are unexpectedly draining 
borrowers’ bank accounts of cash. 

Information on where to get free help 
with debts must be given to every borrower 
who rolls over a loan and ‘clear risk warn¬ 
ings’ must be displayed on all adverts. 

The FCA will take over regulation of con¬ 
sumer credit from the Office of Fair 
Trading. 

Russell Hamblin-Boone, chief executive 
of the Consumer Finance Association, 
which represents many payday lenders, has 
warned that it could drive people to illegal 
loan sharks. 


Drug den near school shut 
down after locals complain 


A DRUGS den discovered near a school has 
been closed down and boarded up, to the 
great relief of its neighbours and nearby busi¬ 
nesses. 

The property has been officially closed after magistrates 
granted a Crack House Closure Order. The building in 
Waggon Street, Cradley Heath, is near the Ormiston Forge 
Academy school, in Wrights Lane. 


Police action came after 
sharp-eyed members of the 
public passed on informa¬ 
tion about suspected drug 
dealing. 

They also noticed there 
was anti-social behaviour 
and people coming and going 
at all hours of the day and 
night. 

Andrew Burns, principal 
of the nearby school, said: 
“It’s important to state that 
this issue has not impacted 
on the safety of our students. 

“We take the safeguarding 
of students very seriously,” 
he added. 

Evidence 

“We operate a closed site. 
Gates are controlled 24/7 
and staff are on duty when¬ 
ever students are travelling 
to and from school.” 

The evidence which 
prompted the court order 
was gathered after officers 
executed a series of drugs 
warrants. 

The order, which was 
granted by Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates Court on September 
16, makes it illegal for 
anybody to enter the address 



unless they have the author¬ 
ity of the police. 

All windows and doors at 
the property have now been 
boarded up and officers have 
laced large notices on the 
ouse explaining the 
reasons for its closure. 

Warren McCabe-Smith, 
who founded TeeT shirts in 
nearby Reddal Hill Road, 
welcomed police action. 

He said: “It’s a concern to 
think people like that were 
living nearby. 

“It’s definitely a good 
thing police have done some¬ 
thing about it. 

“Nobody wants some¬ 
thing like that next to their 
house. You can’t go around 
judging people who have got 
an addiction but when you 
feel scared, that’s when 
something has got to be 
done.” 

A man who lives nearby 
but did not wish to be named 
out of fear of reprisals, said: 
“It’s good that police try and 
clear the area up. They’ve 
got to sort things like this 
out properly.” 


Inquest on man starts 

AN inquest has opened and ajourned on a suspected sex 
offender who was found dead following a police search after 
he went missing with his shotgun. 

Garry Foster, aged 53, of Linwood Road, Dudley, was 
found dead on the river bank at Grimley, near Claines, 
South Worcestershire. 

The inquest was opened last week at Worcestershire 
Coroners Court, in Stourport. It was adjourned to await 
reports into the circumstances of Mr Foster’s death.

Train service to Brum is being cut back warning 


ONE train an hour between Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham is to be axed 
under a timetable shake-up at the end 
of the year. 

Virgin Trains is dropping services 
that leave Wolverhampton around half 
past the hour from December. 

It is part of the company’s annual 
review of its timetables. The aim is to 
improve services connecting London 
and Scotland by allowing more direct 
services. 

The train that will be axed is one 
that goes from either Glasgow or Edin¬ 
burgh to Birmingham, via Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

Virgin Trains spokesman Richard 


Stanton said: “We are merging our 
Euston to Wolverhampton with our 
Anglo-Scottish service. 

“We’re putting extra capacity and 
more seats on the trains north of 
Wolverhampton and vastly improving 
journeys in the north, although this 
does mean losing one train an hour. 

“What this means is that more 
people south of Birmingham can travel 
by train to the north west. 

“Wolverhampton still has its direct 
services to London which go via Birm¬ 
ingham and leave at 45 minutes past 
the hour so there was only 10 minutes 
between them.” 

Services between Wolverhampton 


and Birmingham are also covered by 
operators such as London Midland. 

Wolverhampton City Council’s 
deputy leader, Councillor Peter Bilson, 
said he was disappointed. He said: “I 
can understand where they are coming 
from but it is nevertheless disappoint¬ 
ing that it’s Wolverhampton losing a 
service.” It comes as transport author¬ 
ity Centro is trying to get companies 
within the rail industry to back the 
rebuild of Wolverhampton rail station. 

Meanwhile, council leaders are con¬ 
cerned over plans that would scrap the 
direct service between Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Sandwell and Dudley and London 
if high speed rail goes ahead.

Walk-in health centre 
closure plans criticised 


PLANS to close a walk-in health clinic and 
move services back to GP practices have 
come under fire amid fears not all surgeries 
could offer the necessary extended opening 
hours. 

Health chiefs in Dudley have revealed proposals to 
shut the borough’s walk-in centre based at Holly Hall 
Clinic, based in Stourbridge Road. 


Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin has joined others in 
demanding alternatives to 
the clinic are analysed as a 
12-week consultation gets 
under way this week. 

A series of consultation 
sessions led by officials from 
Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group will be held 
across the borough in the 
coming months. 

Dudley Council’s health 
scrutiny committee chair¬ 
man Councillor Susan 
Ridney says she is concerned 
what help will be in place for 
patients if the centre closes. 

“The one thing we most 
wish to see is a consistency of 
service across GP practices 
in the borough because the 
big question is will they all 
be able to offer the services 
and have extended hours for 
example,” she said. 

“It would be fine for some 
of the larger practices to 
provide this but I’m not sure 
whether that could happen 
at smaller individual surger¬ 
ies. When speaking to con¬ 
stituents they have always 
said how happy they were

with the service at the walk- 
in centre. 

“The reason a lot of people 
use it is because they often 
ring their GP practice and 
can’t get an appointment so 
it is more convenient.” 

Mr Austin added: “In the 
modern era, when it is possi¬ 
ble to go shopping at all 
hours and access all sorts of 
other services in the evening 
and at weekends, I don’t see 
why GPs should not provide 
a service to people who go 
out to work and pay the 
taxes that keeps the NHS 
running at a time that suits 
them.” 

Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group has a £1.4 
million contract with health 
care firm Primecare to run 
the Stourbridge Road 
centre, which opened in 
2009. But bosses say this 
cash may be better spent 
allowing people to see their 
own GPs.

Or, in this age 
of environmental awareness, 
have they decided that they had 
better keep an eye on the 
amount of hot air they produce? 

Of course we shouldn’t com¬ 
plain. I doubt if there are that 
many people around the 
country who look at their televi¬ 
sion listings and think, ‘you 
know what, I would really like to 
hear a bit more from Harriet 
Harman’. 

But wouldn't you think, given 
that our politicians are all sup¬ 
posed to be big on ‘hardwork¬ 
ing families’, that they could at 
least stretch it until the end of 
the week?

LOUISE JEW meets a man 
who is hoping to preserve the 
past of electrical goods which 
are part of his firm’s history 


IT WAS a shocking feeling 
when Robert Chapman 
realised that a workman 
had tossed a curious 
bendy-shaped piece of 
metal, about 18 inches 
long, into a skip, which 
had been carted away 
never to be seen again. 

The original use of that object was 
even more terrifyingly unbeliev¬ 
able - it was a 1920s electrical 
element that people would actually 
have dangled on a thick piece of 
cable, attached to the mains, 
straight into a tin bath to heat up the 
water. 

But the loss of such a fascinating piece 
of domestic history at Chapmans Electri¬ 
cal in Cradley Heath - as well as vacuum 
cleaners from the 1920s - during a refit 
some years ago, was never to be repeated. 

Displaying 

So, as the 87-year-old company 
founded by Robert’s father, Ewart, goes 
through its current £120,000 showroom 
revamp, everyone is under orders to pre¬ 
serve the old appliances hidden around 
in cupboards and corners of store rooms 
at all costs. 

And there are lots of them - 50 or 
more, some of which are now at Robert’s 
home in Bobbington, near Stourbridge, 
for safe keeping. 

Then 67-year-old Robert had a light 
bulb moment. 

As well as displaying some of the 
antique goods, including post war radios 
and TVs, when the refurbishment is 
completed, why not start the hunt for the 


oldest working domestic electrical 
appliance in the Black Country? 

And Chapmans is offering as a prize 
the latest equivalent model for free - 
whether it is an electrical hand mixer, 
hairdryer, fridge, freezer, cooker, 
cleaner, TV or radio. 

“In a nod to our near 90 years in the 
business we thought it would be fun to 
find the oldest working electrical appli¬ 
ance,” said Robert, managing director 
of the company, based in Reddal Hill 
Road. 

“Although we have customers all 
over the country we are very much part 
of the local community and so we’re 
searching for the oldest appliance in 
the Black Country. 

“It just has to be electrical and still in 
use.” Electricity runs in the veins of 
Robert, his older brother Arthur, aged 
75, and sister Mary Green, 70, all of 
whom followed their father into the 
family business. 


They were brought up in a house in 
Reddal Hill Road, which the Chapmans 
showroom later spread into. 

Arthur worked for their father, Mary 
is now the company secretary and 
Robert started there nas a trainee TV 
and electronics engineer in 1962. 

Ewart Chapman first opened his 
store, in partnership with Tim Coley, in 
‘Mr Marsh’ the tobacconist’s old shop 
and the business, then called A E 
Chapman & Co, later sprawled into the 
neighbouring Victorian pub, the Trav¬ 
ellers Rest. 

Samples 

Ewart had been a keen artist but, 
after hearing nothing when he sent 
samples of his work to a top London art 
school, his father, Arthur, told him: 
“Electrics is the thing of the future.” 

So Ewart became an electrical 
apprentice at Holt Williams in Cradley 
Heath, progressing on to Hingley’s, the 
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Ewart Chapman, who was the founder 
of Chapmans Electrical Store 


Netherton company that made the 
anchor for the ill-fated Titanic liner. 

Over the years, the business has had to 
‘reinvent’ itself time and again as new 
electrical inventions came to the fore. 
Mary, who lives in Wall Heath, said: “It’s 
gone through gas lights to electricity, 
then through radios and accumulators 
through the war and then to lighting and 
at one point we even sold Capo di Monte 
figures.” 

But the business, which now employs 
45 people, never forgets its roots. 

“We offer a repair service and some of 
the team here actually work on fairly old 
vacuum cleaners and washing machines, 
and one is lovingly keeping an ancient 
video recorder going,” said Robert. 

“I’m fascinated by old appliances - but 
too many of them have gone to landfill 
over the years.”

Find an alternative to deal with waste 


IN response to Peter Thompson’s 
sadness at the recent NIMBY/Dudley 
Council block on plans to build a recy¬ 
cling centre and energy regeneration 
unit in Brierley Hill, I am in agreement 
with some, but not all of his remarks. 

It makes sense to find other ways to 
deal with our waste rather than con¬ 
tinue to use landfill which is a finite 
resource. 

However, this needs to be achieved 
without the consequence of regenera¬ 
tion and recycling plants blighting local 
sites which would be the case if Clean 
Power were allowed to proceed. The 
construction of housing on this brown¬ 


field site has been halted because the 
builder realised the apartments and 
flats on the old Royal Brierley Crystal 
site will not sell until issues relating to 
waste control have been determined. 

The area around Moor Street and 
North Street has been developed from 
outdated factory units to modern 
housing and surely it must be sensible 
to use existing brownfield sites where 
possible instead of invading green belt 
areas.

Brownies celebrate 70 years 
of 1st West Bromwich pack 


THEY sport trendy new uniforms, go 
on adventurous camping trips and 
even promise to uphold a modern set 
of values.

The 1st West Bromwich group meet each week 
at the Wesley Church, in West Bromwich High 
Street, where they were formed by Dorothy 
Wallett in 1943. 

Two founding members are among those who 
can still remember back to learning to sew and 
how to tie a neckerchief in the midst of the Second 
World War.

seven led by Miss Wallett who was also their 
teacher at Spon Lane School, in West Bromwich. 

Mrs Moore, now aged 77, and who originally 
lived in West Bromwich but now lives in Great 
Barr, said: “It is lovely to think it has lasted this 
many years and is still going strong. I can’t 
believe that 70 years have passed since we first 
joined.” 

Around 20 girls were part of the group in those 
days with Miss Wallett as the group’s leader, 
known as Brown Owl. Subs in those days were a 
penny a week and uniforms were brown dresses 
with a necker tie which they had to learn to fold. 

Mrs Spencer, who has two children and one 
grand-daughter, said: “We used to meet in the 
guild room in the old church but we did use the 
same room that they use today too.” 

Both spent four years with the Brownies before 
moving up to the Girl Guides. 

Mrs Moore eventually became one of the 
group’s leaders as it stayed after the church was 
re-built in the 1970s. 

“We still have our links and keep in the loop 


with everything,” added Mrs Moore, who went on 
to to run her own Brownie group at Grove Vale 
Primary School, in Great Barr. 

Mrs Spencer’s daughter Sue also ran a group at 
Charlemont Methodist Church. 

The two friends are now part of the Trefoil 
guiding guild which meets each month at the 
church in Charlemont and will reach its 60th 
anniversary next year. Both say they are full of 
pride as the group is still flourishing under the 
group’s current Brown Owl Stacey Hampson, 
who lives in the Lapel area of Halesowen and 
helped organise a gathering of past members 
recently. 

Youngsters now wear bright jumpers and caps, 
go on regular trips to camps at Beaudesert on 
Cannock Chase and have recently learned the 
new modern Brownie promise.

MP demands 
answers over 
Bussells Hall

problems at a failing hospital in Essex. 

Internal emails from the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC), released 
under the Freedom of Information Act 
show that the previous government 
told the watchdog to suppress infor¬ 
mation to the public about failings at 
Basildon University Hospital. 

Mr Morris said that he had similar 
concerns about the NHS Trust that 
runs Russells Hall Hospital, where 
mortality-rate indicators rose 
between 2008 and 2011, and said 
people had a right to know. 

“If Labour ministers were putting 
pressure on the health watchdog to 
suppress a damning official report 
into this hospital then people are 
bound to ask whether the last Govern¬ 
ment also ignored and covered up con¬ 
cerns about rising mortality rates at 
Russells Hall,” said Mr Morris. 


A MAN who was abusive to a taxi 
driver and damaged his vehicle with a 
pool cue has been spared an immedi¬ 
ate jail sentence. 

Joshua Fletcher had been drinking heavily 
with his girlfriend on a night out in Sandwell 
before getting into a fight with a taxi driver over 
the cost of a journey, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard last week. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, told the court 
on August 17 the fight was with a War ley Cars 
driver outside his Rowley Regis home. But it was 
after this fight ended, and the driver had left that 
Fletcher went into his home for the pool cue. 

Mr Searle said Fletcher phoned the taxi 
company and asked for a taxi - he expected the 
same driver to return. A different driver arrived: 
“He got into the vehicle, and was immediately 
abusive to the driver. He demanded to know who 
the other driver was and what he was doing.” 

The court heard that the driver got out of the 
car as did Fletcher, who took out the pool cue 
which was inside his trousers. Mr Searle said: “He 
then started swinging the pool cue at the taxi, 
causing damage. In fact it was £400 worth of 
damage.” 

The court heard the driver jumped back in the 
taxi and drove further up the road, but Fletcher 
chased after him. The taxi driver then drove away 
to escape. Fletcher, aged 19, of Duke Street 
pleaded guilty to being in possession of an offen¬ 
sive weapon, damaging property and using 
threatening language and behaviour. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, defending, said: “It is a dis¬ 
turbing and shocking fall from grace, and alcohol 
played a role in this.” 

He was sentenced to eight months in a young 
offenders institution, suspended for 18 months.

A FATHER of four targeted a 
younger man in a bar, waiting 
until they were alone in the toilet 
before robbing him of £20, a court 
heard. 

Stefan Dudley pushed his much younger 
victim into a toilet cubicle in the River 
Rooms, Mill Race Lane, near Stourbridge 
town centre. 

The 42-year-old was sentenced to three 
years in prison for the robbery. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
Dudley had followed his victim into the 
toilet twice before during the same night, on 
September 18 last year. 

Shortly after midnight the victim - who 
was a ‘slightly built young man’- was at the 
sink when Dudley walked over to him. 

When Dudley found they were alone he 
grabbed the man’s mobile phone and then 
he grabbed him round the neck, the court 
was told. 

The victim was then pushed inside a toilet 
cubicle and Dudley demanded his wallet. 
Dudley stole £20 but when challenged 
outside he denied it and threatened to kill 
his victim if he repeated the claim. 

Alcohol 

After being arrested Dudley pleaded not 
guilty to robbery but was later found guilty 
after a trial. 

Mr Michael Aspinall, defending, said 
alcohol and drugs had affected him. 

Mr Aspinal said: “No injury was caused to 
the victim and no weapon was produced. It 
was an opportunistic offence. He has a long 
record of offending but nothing of this seri¬ 
ousness. This is an escalation for him. It is 
not part of his offending history. When he is 
sober and not on drugs he can be productive 
and a good father.” 

Dudley, of High Street, Lye, was jailed for 
three year years. The judge, Recorder Barry 
Berlin, told him: “I am satisfied if he hadn’t 
taken his wallet out you would have seri¬ 
ously assaulted him. You threatened to kill 
him.”

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ukip deals ruled out by leaders of 
councils across the Black country 


COUNCIL leaders across the 
Black Country have ruled out the 
prospect of doing any deals with 
the UK Independence Party. 

It comes after UKIP leader Nigel 
Farage said he would not stand in the 
way of his members doing deals with 
the Tories or Labour to run on a ‘joint 
ticket’ if they share common views over 
a referendum on Europe. 

However, the opposition Conservative 
leader on Dudley Council, Patrick Harley, 
has said that the only way it could happen 
would be if UKIP pulled all its candidates 


out of seats held by the Tories, or where the 
Tories have a chance of winning, and did not 
oppose Dudley South MP Chris Kelly in 
2015. 

Supporting 

Such a deal would see UKIP only standing 
in safe Labour seats the Tories believe they 
have no chance of winning. 

Despite Mr Kelly’s record of supporting a 
referendum on Europe, however, UKIP is 
still determined to challenge him and put 
candidates in every seat. 

Councillor Harley said: “We have a Prime 
Minister who has offered the first referen¬ 
dum on Europe in many people’s lifetimes. 


“UKIP have done well recently but that 
glow is starting to fade as their policies are 
being scrutinised by the media. I’m really 
not into the idea of pacts. My local MP Chris 
Kelly is one of the most Eurosceptic Conser¬ 
vatives but UKIP are still prepared to chal¬ 
lenge him. 

“The only way I’d ever consider a pact is 
if they said they would not stand against 
Conservatives with a good record on 
Europe.” 

UKIP’s spokesman in Dudley, Bill 
Etheridge, said there was no chance of it 
happening. “We will under no circum¬ 
stances do any deals with other parties in 
this area,” he said. 


Tory and Labour councillors in Wolver¬ 
hampton are also doing no deals, despite 
UKIP having come second to Labour in a 
recent by-election in Blakenhall. 

The city’s opposition Tory leader 
Neville Patten said UKIP’s recent per¬ 
formance, with one of its MEPs, Godfrey 
Bloom, resigning the whip after hitting a 
journalist and jokingly referring to a room 
full of women as ‘sluts’, may change its 
fortunes. 

Councillor Patten said: “There has been a 
threat from UKIfi we have to be honest 
about that. But seeing how they have been 
performing at their conference, are they 
ready to go into a pact with anyone?”

Newly-wed Tamar Banks,

had paid £50 deposit to Mrs 
Cawthorne last year and a 
balance of £225 in June to 
book decorations for her 
reception. 

Her order included 100 
chair covers and sashes, 
table cloths and runners, a 
post box, two bay trees and a 
‘wish tree’. But, two weeks 
before her wedding last 
month the Facebook page for 
A Little Bit of Bling ‘went 
down’. 

She spoke to Sarah 
Cawthorne, who said she 
had been in hospital but 
would still provide the deco¬ 
rations for the wedding. 

Mrs Cawthorne, of 
Sedgley, said: “I have had to 
retire from business due to 
ill health on the advice of my 
doctor.

Firm is hoping to cut it 
through new investment 


A KINGSWINFORD business 
is planning a six-figure invest¬ 
ment on the back of continu¬ 
ing strong demand. 

Arford Steel Profiles in Stallings 
Lane has almost doubled its turnover 
to £2.5 million since owner and manag¬ 
ing director Diane Kimberley took over 
in 2006. 

Now the company is ready to spend 
£300,000 on a hi-tech plasma cutting 
machine in a move to further 
strengthen its portfolio. 

Miss Kimberley hopes Arford’s 
biggest-ever investment will help the 
company steal a march on some of its 
traditional rivals. 

She said: “The arrival of plasma 
technology will increase our capacity at 
a stroke and should make us more 
responsive to our customers. 

“People ordering steel profiles 
increasingly demand the highest 
quality work carried out to a tight 
timescale. They want jobs done 
quickly, but they also want them done 
more precisely than ever before. 

Demands 

“The new machine will mean we can 
meet those demands and I hope it can 
lead to a bright future for us. 

“Our flame cutting CNC machines 
are accurate to a certain point and we’ll 
keep them on site because Plasma 
can’t cut thicker material. 

“But for plate up to 50mm, flame 
cutting is like using a hammer and 
chisel compared to this. 

“The investment takes us on to the 
next level and will mean we can 
provide the complete steel cutting 
service for our customers.” 

The arrival of the Plasma Viper 
machine, sourced from Esprit Automa¬ 
tion in Nottingham, will mean a 
further addition to the company’s 13- 
strong workforce. 

It’s also likely to have several other

positive implications for the business, 
which has been at its Stallings Lane 
site for 20 years. 

Miss Kimberley added: “It’s a big 
decision to spend so much on one 
machine, but it was something we felt 
needed to be done to take the business 
forward. 

“We’ve been turning over £2.5m con¬ 
sistently, but there was no potential to 
increase capacity. 

“We had reached a ceiling with the 
equipment we had and we couldn’t do 
any more. Now we have somewhere to 
go with it. 

“You can’t afford to stand still for 
long in any business and we were 


determined not to do that. You have to 
change, modernise and evolve to stay 
ahead of the game.” 

She echoes the views of many busi¬ 
ness leaders in the Black Country who 
feel the economy is showing early signs 
of a potential recovery. 

“There’s cautious optimism around 
that things are beginning to change for 
the better. 

“I wouldn’t say things seem to be 
picking up yet, but there are indica¬ 
tions that better times could be around 
the corner. Demand is consistently 
strong at the moment and I’m trusting 
that this will bring in more business,” 
she said.

event, to see how nicely it has been 
restored. 

“We asked for some money from 
Sandwell Council to do it up, and that’s 
how we were able to restore it to the 
magnificent cenotaph that’s there 
now.” 

Partners involved in its restoration 
included the council, the church, Royal 
British Legion, St Michael’s School 
and members of the local community. 

Students 

Richard Warby, who researched the 
cenotaph with his late father Malcolm, 
said: “We researched the memorial 
about 10 years ago because none of the 
names could be read, and a lady had 
come to the vicar to ask about a rela¬ 
tive. 

“We checked with the Commission of 
War Graves website and my father 


went through the military archives 
and local newspapers. 

“Eventually we managed to track 
them all down, and we’ve got certainty 
on pretty much all of them.

Safety boost on buses as 
specials squad enlarged 


TWELVE special constables 
will boost the fight to make 
travel on public transport in 
Dudley safer in the wake of 
the death of Halesowen 
schoolgirl, Christina Edkins. 

The men and women have been 
jointly recruited by West Midlands and 
British Transport Police and are due to 
join the specialist squad that deals with 
crime and anti-social behaviour on 
buses, trains and trams in the region 
next February after completing their 
training. The Safer Travel Police Team 
target criminals who operate on public 
transport and encourage youngsters to 


behave properly on the public trans¬ 
port network. 

Special constables have the same 
powers as regular officers and wear the 
same uniform while working a min¬ 
imum of four hours each week. Inspec¬ 
tor Lee Gordon said: “They will help to 
provide a visible reassurance for people 
using trains, trams and buses.” 

West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner Bob Jones said: “These 
new recruits will be a fantastic addi¬ 
tion to the Safer Travel Team in 
helping to protect the travelling com¬ 
munity within the West Midlands.” 

Crime on buses in the West Midlands 
has fallen by 67 per cent in the last six 


years from around 7000 offences in 
2006/7 to 2398 in the last financial 
year. A recent report concluded: “We 
know that 17 per cent of passengers 
feel uncomfortable due to the anti 
social behaviour of others.” 

Sixteen-year-old Christina Edkins 
was stabbed to death as she sat on the 
top deck of a bus in Hagley Road, Birm¬ 
ingham while on her way to Leasowes 
High School in Kent Road, on March 7. 

Paranoid schizophrenic Phillip 
Simelane of Dalkeith Street, Walsall 
was last week ordered to be detained 
indefinitely in a secure mental hospital 
after admitting manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished responsibility.

The proposed roof top over the new entrance to the 
Hagley Road Campus of Birmingham Metropolitan College, 
Stourbridge included a diagonal overhanging visor, attract¬ 
ing opposition from English Heritage, which said the design 
did not suit the area. 

Bosses at the campus, formerly known as Stourbridge 
College, then amended the plan to show a rectangular roof¬ 
top. The move resulted in the objection being withdrawn. 

Last week, planning officers at Dudley Council recom¬ 
mended the planning application be approved by council¬ 
lors on the development control committee. 

The development is part of a wider £20m transformation 
for the college over the next 10 years. Margaret Scott, chair¬ 
man of the Stourbridge Town Council, welcomed the 
change in design.

Tory MPs deny rumours 
on marginal seats move 


TWO Conservative MPs have 
quashed rumours they plan to desert 
their marginal seats in a bid to bag a 
safe Tory constituency at the next 
election. 

Both Margot James, MP for Stourbridge, and 
Mark Gamier, who represents Wyre Forest, said 
the gossip in local political circles was ‘non¬ 
sense’. 

They had both heard the rumours, alleging 
they planned to apply to be considered for the 


safe Tory seat of Mid Worcestershire, which is to 
be vacated by long-standing MP Peter Luff at the 
next election. 

But Miss James, who owns a country house in 
Broadway, in the Mid-Worcestershire con¬ 
stituency, said: “There is zero truth in it - it’s just 
nonsense. 

“I wouldn’t dream of moving and have been re¬ 
adopted by the Stourbridge Conservative Associ¬ 
ation for the next election. 

“It’s clearly a marginal seat but I canvass quite 
regularly and most people feel we are a Govern¬ 
ment to get our finances right and the recovery 


is taking hold so they don’t want to rock the 
boat.” 

She added the Tory party would frown on any 
MP who tried to break the ties with their existing 
constituency in a bid to win a safe seat. 

Miss James won the Stourbridge seat from 
Labour in 2010 with a 5,164 majority. 

Mr Gamier, whose majority in 2010 was just 
2,643, winning the seat from health campaigner 
Richard Taylor, also flatly denied he planned to 
make a run for it. Mr Gamier, who lives near 
Bewdley said: “There is no basis to the rumour, 
which is spread by mischief makers.”

Addict son warned 
over drugs danger 

THE mother of a drug user who was found dead in his home 
had warned her son that his addiction would kill him, an 
inquest heard. 

Peter Parsons, from Anderson Gardens in Tipton, had 
been using heroin for the past 20 years before he was found 
dead by his neighbours, slumped in a chair on June 7. 

There was a syringe, a belt and a wrap of heroin found 
near to the 42-year-old’s body. 

At the inquest into his death held at Smethwick Council 
House Dr Suhaid Muzaffar, who performed the post 
mortem on Mr Parsons, said there was quite a high concen¬ 
tration of heroin in his blood. 

This he said caused acute respiratory depression, when 
breathing is inadequate, which led to Mr Parsons’ death. 

His mother June Parsons, speaking at the inquest, said 
he had a ‘very addictive personality’, and that she had pre¬ 
viously warned him about his drug use. 

Black Country coroner Robin Balmain concluded that Mr 
Parson died due to abuse of dependent drugs.

It’s an 
amusing way of watching some 
comedians trying to solve a quiz 
about famous people and vaguely 
impart some interesting information 
about them at the same time.” 

The show marks the first time 
Mitchell has hosted such a 
programme, and he admits it’s harder 
work than it looks. 

“Being the host is a very different 
role, chipping in some of the time, 
while managing the quiz and working 
out what to say to link the rounds. 

The great thing about being in the 
host’s chair is that you can make 
yourself look so knowledgeable. 

“But it can be tricky. Usually the 
panellists are people who are bright 
and want to talk and you need them 
to keep talking, so you can’t slap 
them down hard because they might 
go quiet and then you’re stuck. So it 
is my policy generally to let them talk 
and drift. Some of the best material 
comes when things are allowed to 
run and breathe. 



We wanted it off-the-cuff and as 
organic and natural as possible, so I 
tried not to be too school-masterly 
about things. Fortunately, I have no 
natural authority, so it’s very easy for 
me to do that!” 

Mitchell would probably make a 
good panellist on this show - he 
even has a favourite quote. 

“It’s attributed to Voltaire, but people 
say it wasn’t actually him... Either 
way it is a very wise thing - ‘I 
disapprove of what you say, but I will 
defend to the death your right to say 
it: 

“I think that’s a very important idea, 
especially for the internet. The idea 
too often is that people think those 
who say horrible things should be 
silenced rather than answered. I think 
we’d be a more healthy society if 
people used their freedom of speech 
to reply to and rebuke people who 
say things they hate rather than use 
the law to silence them.”

New chapter in history of Peugeot hatches 


HAVING the letters GTi across the 
back used to guarantee success for 
manufacturers but demand is 
nothing like it used to be. 

So it’s a bit of a surprise to see Peugeot 
investing heavily in the 208GTi - even if target 
sales are only around 2,000 in the UK for the 
year. 

Perhaps it’s the company’s 30-year history of 
producing successful hot hatches that has con¬ 
vinced Peugeot the GTi will capture a slice of a 
market which includes Fiesta ST and Renault- 
sport Clio. 

What strikes you first about the 208 is its 
subtle appearance. In fact it doesn’t look much 
different from the regular three-door 208. But 
this is the most powerful 208 yet. 

Spoiler 

Outwardly the main things setting the GTi 
apart from the rest of the 208 range are a ‘che¬ 
quered flag’ grille, boot spoiler, chunkier side 
sills and wheel arch extensions housing a set of 
17in alloys. 

Other distinguishing marks include red 
‘GTi’ emblems on its C-pillars and the theme 
continues inside, with red stitching for the 
central vent surrounds, gearknob, seatbelts 
and door handles. 

But while outwardly the GTi has very little 
to attract the eye of today’s hot hatch enthusi¬ 
ast there’s a powerful engine, firm suspension 
and a wider track and a lower ride height to 
improve handling. 

There’s easily enough grip on offer and you 
can corner as hard as you want to and enjoy

using the six-speed manual gearbox with good 
ratios. 

Quite simply this 208 does everything you 
ask of it but is a more comfortable ride than a 
lot of the competition out there, which might 
not be what the hot hatch enthusiast is redly 
looking for. 

But buyers won’t be disappointed with per¬ 
formance. In fact this GTi is a bit of a wolf in 
sheep ’s clothing. There’s a top speed of 


143mph, 0-62mph in 6.8 seconds, 200bhp and 
275Nm of torque. 

Peugeot claims average fuel consumption of 
48mpg and 139g/km C02 emissions which 
means it will be cheap enough to run. I loved 
the cloth and leather sports seats and found 
plenty of kit to keep me interested including a 
DAB radio, rear parking sensors and automatic 
lights and wipers as standard. Highlights 
include the leather finish across the dashboard 


and a stylish, flat-bottomed steering wheel. 

On-the-road prices start at £18,895 but the 
test car would set you back nearer £20,000 
thanks to metallic paint, cornering assist fog 
lights and a multifunction colour touch-screen 
navigation upgrade. 

Peugeot’s biggest problem will be whether 
hot hatch fans feel the 208GTi is different 
enough from the rest of the sector to tempt 
them to part with their money. Time will tell.

WOLVES captain Sam Rick¬ 
etts was has been undergo¬ 
ing a scan on his knee after 
withdrawing from interna¬ 
tional duty. 

But head coach Kenny 
Jackett is keeping his 
fingers crossed his skipper 
will be fit to rejoin their pro¬ 
motion push after the inter¬ 
national break. 

Ricketts has been playing 
with the problem for several 
weeks since Wales’ 2-1 World

The club comes first insists Wolves boss

WOLVES boss Kenny Jackett has 
insisted the club must come first as 
they assessed the extent of the fall¬ 
out of Bakary Sako’s collapsed move 
to Nottingham Forest. 

Sako missed Saturday’s 3-0 win at 
Colchester through illness after 
Wolves halted talks with the Cham¬ 
pionship club on Thursday. 

Forest had refused to pay a loan 
fee and wouldn’t enter into the 
terms of the agreement on a transfer 
that could have netted Wolves up to 
£5m. 

The French winger was due to join

his team-mates for training at 
Compton on the day a tabloid report 
said he was going on strike to force a 
move through to the City Ground. 

Forest, who are fourth in the 
Championship after a 3-1 win at 
Brighton on Saturday, have now 
twice failed to sign the winger after 
having a series of bids up to £3.5m 
rejected in the lead up to the closure 
of the transfer window on Septem¬ 
ber 2. Sako has remained the model 


professional up to now, but Wolves 
are aware they have an unsettled 
player on their hands and it remains 
to be seen how the latest speculation 
has affected him.Publicly at least, 
Jackett says he is hoping to re-inte- 
grate Sako into the squad. 

“We’ll talk about the situation 
and, as we always have done, put the 
club first,” said the head coach. 

“We need to be able to play 
without individual players and 
without Sako we’ve won against 
Port Vale and Colchester, added 
Jackett. “But he’ll be welcome to 


come back in. Hopefully he’ll feel 
better and I expect him back in. 

“He’s an outstanding player and if 
at all possible, we’d like him to stay 
and play well.” 

Sako missed training on Thurs¬ 
day after ringing in sick and failed to 
travel with the squad on Friday 
when Wolves had their first 
overnight stay of the season.
